Prayers for Civic Unity Asked 


C of C Group Cites 


‘Turbulence, Unrest’ 


In an effort to revive a spirit of 
harmony and to check the growing 
evidences of suspicion and distrust 
in Menlo Park's public affairs, the 
civic committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce this week was proposing 
a day of prayer for the coming Sun- 
day. 

In a meeting with religious lead- 
evs of the community yesterday, the 
committee asked the help of all 
churches in stressing the need for 
understanding from citizens and 
wisdom and humanity from the ci- 
ty’s officials. P 

The civic committee, under chair- 
manship of Rcbert Coate, last week 
received approval of its program 
from the chamber board in a special 
meeting Friday. The proposal, citing 
“growing anxiety (at) the turbu- 
lance and unrest created within the 
community and the unfavorable pu- 
blicity attendant thereto,” recom- 
mended, first a note of appreciation 
to the planning commissioners for 
their unselfish efforts in behalf of 
the community and a prayer that 
their recommendations be wise and 
workable. 

This note was read to the plan- 
ners at the Monday night hearing 
(see accompanying story). 

The second portion of the program 
was the call for a day of prayer “for 
understanding and the guidance of 
civic leaders .. .” 

“That such action would have a 


salutary effect in improving the 
moral climate for future discussions 


and would have a sobering effect 
upon the minds of our citizens and 
civic leaders is the opinion of this 
committee,” the report concluded.

As its hearing on the city’s pro- | 
posed master plan drew to a close |

planning commission garnered a} 
round of applause — applause from | 
both proponents and opponents of | 
the plan. 

And with the applause went the 
wish, joined by both factions, that 
whatever their recommendations, ; 
the community may be unified. | 

As the Mist speaker on the subject, 
“area east of Middlefield road,” sat 
down, Dale A. Frane, member of the 
{board of directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce, read a statement from 
the Chember’s civic committee, ex- 
pressing “appreciation and gratitude 
{for you gentlemen of the planning

“Your great and: genuine affec- 
tion for Menlo Park have been 
amply demonstrated ...and for 
this free giving of unselfish service 
you deserve the commendation and 
deepest respect of all citizens,” the 
letter continued. 

“Now that your work is nearing 
completion we offer our prayers and 
sincere hepe that the recommenda- 
tions you make shall be filled with 
wisdom; that they may be truly 
workable; that they may result in; 
an era of gocd will and that, above 
all else, the community may be uni- 
fied and beccme the best of all plac- 
es to live,” the letter concluded.

Sewer Bonds 


Passed by 
3 to 1 Vote 


Menlo Park Sanitary District’s 
$310,000 bond issue was passed Mon- 
day in a special election in which 
about 15 per cent of the district's 
voters cast ballots at two consoli- 
dated precincts. 

The balloters approved the issue, 
monies from which will be used to 
finance larger outfalls along Ather- 
ton and Middle avenues, by substan- 
tially more than the two-thirds ma- 
jority required. 

Final totals were: 


For 1001 
Against 359 
Total votes cast 1360 


Main projects to be financed in- 
clude: 

1. New, larger “trunk line” main 
from Atherton avenue and O'Dell 
place to the vicinity of Marsh and 
Middlefield roads. The present sewe1 
along this stretch was laid more 
than 40 years ago, and is inadequate 
to accommecdate the “load” now or- 
iginating in western Atherton. 

2. Larger outfall along Middle av- 
enue, from Olive street to existing 
jarger main east of El Camino Real. 
Originally designed to serve only 
the area between the highway and 
Olive street, the present main has 
also becoem inadequate for the ex- 
panded population of the western 
part of the district. 


3. Interceptors extending along 
Olive street. These will intercept 
the “load” originating west of that 
street, which has been flowing 
through the mains designed to 
meet the needs of the area bound- 
ed by the highway, Olive street, 
Valparaiso avenue and San Fran- 
cisquito creek. 

In a second ballet measure con- 
sidered by district voters Monday, 
two incumbents were returned to the 
board of trustees and a third mem- 
ber was named. The two are William 
Casey, who garnered 1233 votes and 
William Tyler, who got 1227 votes. 
The new memebr of the board, Uno 
Ahlenius, got 1181 votes. 


Fire Protection 
Tax Rate Cut 


Menlo Park Fire District taxpay- 
ers will pay: 59.6 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation to finance the dis- 
trict’s operations during the current 
fiscal year, figures released by the 
county controller’s office revealed 
last week. 

The tax rate is slightly lower than 
that contemplated by the fire dis- 
trict commission in its original es- 
timate, and will allow for carrying 
out seme of the district’s program of 
expansion in keeping with district 
growth. 

Commission Chairman Malcolm 
G. Paterscn commented that the 
new figure—down from last year’s 
92 cents per $103—was made possi- 
ble through the 59 per cent in- 
crease in the assessed valuation, 
adjusted to the district’s growing 
population. 

Adjusting his tax bill to the new 
valuation, the taxpayer still pays 
less for fire protection this year 
than last, Paterson pointed out. 

“This is in keeping with the policy 
of the board of fire commissioners 


to maintain the fire district tax rate. 


at a minimum, while allowing for 
necessary expansion,” the commis- 
sion chairman said. 


Last year, before the adjustment | 


inthe district’s valuation, assessed 
value on which the tax.rate was lev- 
ied was $28,670,900. 

This year, with the adjustment 
valuation, tax levy valuation is 
$50,084,610.

School Bond 
Figure Cut 


To $585,000 


Menlo Park Elementary School 
District trustees, revising their pop- 
ulation and cost estimates down- 
ward, late last week re-set the am- 
ount of the district’s Oct. 9 bond 
issue at $585,000. 

The new bond issue figure was set 
after deletion of plans for a proposed 
school in Stanford Village. Origin- 
ally, the Oct. 9 bund issue was for 
$850,000. Legal notice of the district's 
resolution calling for voters’ passage 
on the new figure is published today. 


The new resolution was passed 
at a special meeting of the trustees 
Friday night when the new figures 
showed, apparently, that the dis- 
trict’s needs could be met for the 
next two years with $585,000 in 
bond monies, rather than the larg- 
er amount. 


The new amount still provides, 
however, for money to cover land 
cost for the Stanford Village area 
school, if and when land becomes 
available there. 

Plans for work at other schools of 
the district were also revised some- 
what. 

PROJECTS LISTED 

If passed, the bond issue will be 
used to finance the following pro- 
jects, estimated costs of which were 
formulated by architects: 

1. Encinal school: Five classrooms, 
a crafts room and a music room, 
plus heating storage and music 
practice rooms. Estimated cost: 
$130,000 ebove state funds available. 

2. Oak Knoll school: A new wing, 
including nine classrooms and a 
kindergarten. Estimated cost: $190,- 
000. 

3. Hillview school: To be complet- 
ed with seven classrooms, a music 
room, and auxiliary units. Estimated 
cost: $190,000. 

4. Acquisition of a Stanford Vil- 
lage school site: $75,000. 

In the main, the projects at the 
existing schools will be of about 
the same size as in the previous 
proposed bond issue. 

School District Superintendent 
Mel Homfeld explained that the new 
figures were arrived at after consult- 
ation with the facilities and finances 
subcommittee cf the Citizens’ School 
Study Committee for the Menlo 
Park School District, as well as with 
statisticians wiio provided new pop- 
ulation projections and other data, 
for use with that of the architects.

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Down to Earth: 


Even ‘Going to Seed,’ Plants May Lend 
Themselves to Decorative Usefutness 


By TERRY LEE 

Plants that are allowed to “go to 
seed” are rarely as unattractive as 
the collosuial term implies. 

Often, as with sweet autumn cle- 
matis and honesty, the seed heads 
are as hangsome as the flowers that 
precede them. But for many reasons, 
allowing cultivated garden flowers to 
go to seed is impractical. 

Many seedlings ao not come true 
to type, and other seed heads, like 
those on the lilac and magnolia, 
take too much strength from the 
plant. 

In the wild, it is another story. 
From a plant's point of view, its 
flowers have one purpose—perpet- 
uation of the species. Showy blos- 
sems attract insects to carry pol- 
len from one bloom to another so

These are a few me- 
thods that plants use to spread seed. 

Many seed cases have a beauty of 
their own, even though they don’t

Flower arrangers have already 
discovered their value for off-season 
bouquets in the home. There is 
abundant material in the open fields

The Menlo Park city council this | 
week was contemplating the pro- 
spect of a big turnout at its meeting 
next Tuesday.

The Belle Haven Improvement as- 
sociation. through its president, Hen- 
ry Jacquemet, offered its support of 
the project, but hedged it with eight 
conditions. 

FEAR TRAFFIC 

The other—and stronger—protests 
came mostly from residents of Ath- 
erton and the unincorporated Men- 
lo Oaks area, who expressed fear 
that the repaving of Bay road might 
be only part of a master-plan pic- 
‘ture to funnel more traffic into the | 
city’s central business district via 
Bay road and Ringwood.
